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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has argued that Chu and Honda use masks and thus do not remove particles on the entire surface. However, Chu and 
Honda teaches that particles are removed from the entire surface as broadly claimed by applicant. First, The "entire surface" reads 
broadly ony any surface that is etched across any defined portion of the material, even in the case where the surface is masked in a 
pattern. Thus, masking steps are not excluded by the claim language. Second, Chu teaches masking particles are also removed from the 
surface which reads on the removed particles. Third, The masking particles are removed, and the pattern is overetched, thus all areas 
have removed particles. 

Applicant has argued that there is no reasonable expectation of success since Honda does not disclose how the process gas 
mixture would affect an indium mask. However, the argument is moot since the teflon masking composition of Honda is disclosed as 
effective for masking and texturing a carbon protective layer. 

Applicant has argued that Yokoyama does not disclose a plasma etching process but a plasma treating process that does not 
remove particles. Applicant further argues that none of the gases disclosed by Yokoyama are highly reactive. However, the arguments are 
moot since the masking steps as recited in Chu and Honda may be considered part of the etching process step. Therefore, the plasma 
etching is performed "immediately after forming the protective layer" as claimed. Further, Chu teaches plasma etching an entire surface, 
only masking "a small circular band" which is exposed to the masking material. (Col. 7, Line 63 - Col. 8, Line 6) Chu teaches that "the non- 
textured area will receive a blank etching".
